MPS TO ACTJN SIBERIA 

Long Prepared Plans of Japan In Si- 
beria Will Be Carried Out. 

Harbin, Wednesday, February 20— 
The Japanese, according to reliable 
authority, Intend to take action in Si- 
beria at an early date, and there are 
evidences that the Japanese have l"ng 
been preparing to carry out this move 

The situation in Siberia is consid- 
ered extremely grave, owing to the in- 
ability of the Cossack general Semen- 
off, head of the anti-nolshevikl move- 
ment in that vast territory to secure 
allied support, for which he has ap- 
pealed to the Japanese. 

Oencral Semenoff's movement now

ARMISTICE TO RUSSIANS 

Refused By Germany— Slav Rulers to 
Make Resistance Principal Task 
—Huns Reported as Scaring 
Rusg Capital. 



Pctrograd, February 26— (British 
Admiralty Per Wireless Press)— "Ger- 
many has formally refused to grant 
an armistice, and German detach- 
ments continue to advance," says nn 
official statement Issued today. 

"Resistance thus becomes the prin- 
cipal task of the revolution." 

"Russia's greatest strength lies In 
her wide territories, and the govern- 
ment can, and If need be, will re- 
treat. If the threat against Petro- 
grad increases, the government will 
remove to Moscow or another city." 



Berlin, via London, February 26 —

Health Officer. 

You call attention to the physical 
deficiency of the boys from the rural 
districts, as found by the military 
modical examiners, and after stating 
that many of these defects are the re- 
sult of not caring for chlldrens' teeth, 
you call upon the city, state or gov- 
ernment to tako steps to correct this 
evil. 

The Federal and State governments 
havo agreed to do this work If this 
county will bear a portion of the coat. 

A Full Time County Health Officer 
would not only see that the children's 
teeth are regularly examined, and 
urge upon parents their proper care, 
but ho would examine all school chil- 
dren at regular Intervals for the pur- 
pose of detecting any and all physi- 
cal defects and point the way to their 
correction. 

There are hundreds of conditions 
that affect the health of both children 
and adults and these also will be 
looked after and Improved; if the 
county will bear a reasonable share 
of the expense. 

The State and Federal governments 
have the entire plan outlined and only 
await the answer of our county com- 
missioners. What shall this answer 
be? Shall ann the money that our citi- 
zens have paid for from their private 
funds bo forgotten and Bhall Mason 
county say to the United States Pub- 
lic Health Bureau, "We don't want 
anything better than we have" or 
shall she say "we want the cleanest 
and healthiest community it is possi- 
ble for us to have."

NEED MORE Jl'ST LIKE BUNCH 
THAT PERSHING HAS IN 

FRANCE

An Atlantic Port, February 25— Ma- 
jor General Adelbert Cronkhite, com- 
mandant of Camp Lee, Petersburg. 
Va., who has been making a tour of 
observation of fighting conditions In 
France; Lieutenant Colonel C. E. Kll- 
bourne, who has been Major-General 
Leonard Wood's aid, and was partly 
blinded in an explostpn; 0. C. Hayne, 
of Pittsburg, and M. Dunn, of Phila- 
delphia, who have been serving with 
the American Red Cross on the Ital- 
ian front, were among the passengers 
aboard a French steamship which ar- 
rived here today. 

"All that we need is some more men 
just like them," said Major General 
Cronkhite, in commenting on the 
splendid condition in which he found 
the American soldiers serving over- 
seas. 

Lieutenant Colonel Kilbourne was 
injured with Major General Wood, 
who was wounded in the arm by the 
explosion of trench mortar during a 
demonstration of the weapon on the 
western front. The Major General's 
arm from the elbow to the armpit was 
ripped open by a bit of shell, he said 

Eleven men, three of them French 
officers were killed by flying frag- 
ments of Bteel. Lieutenant Colonel 
Kilbourne was hit under the right eye 
Ho returned in the hope that an op- 
eration might have save his sight. 

Hayne and Dunn, who have return- 
ed to join the American aviation corps 
said there has been a notable Im- 
provement In spirit among Italian 
troops the past three months. 



Nil CHANGE MADE 

In Situation by Hertllug Speech— !■• 
Htaad of Making an Advance To- 
ward Peace It Is Regarded as 

Aid to Hm 




Washington, February 26— Count 
Von Hertllng's ipeoch In the Reich- 
stag yesterday continuing the discus- 
sion of the war alms of the belllgor- 
ent powers, has not changed the sit- 
uation In the opinion of high officials 
here. Instead of marking an advance 
toward peace, It Is regarded rather as 
deliberately calculated to strengthen 
the hands of the German militaristic 
party by endeavoring to convince the 
German proletariat of the Impractic- 
able nature of President Wilson's 
alms as disclosed In his last address 
to congress on February 11. 

While stating his readiness to ac- 
cept the President's four fundamental 
principles for a basis of peace, the 
German chancellor dismissed them as 
Idealistic and unworkable by Insist- 
ing that they must depend for their 
application upon the realization of 
conditions which can not be met. In 
the official view his treatment of the 
subject was Ironical and designed for 
very different ends than the advance- 
ment of peace. 

There will be no immediate formal 
comment upon this latest contribu- 
tion to the debate on war alms and 
peace aspirations. Exnerlence has 
taught officials that Important qualifi- 
cations are to be found equally In 
the full text of the speeches of the 
spokesmen of the Central Powers. 

Attention was directed by officials 
to President Wilson's formal charac- 
terization of the German chancellor's 
utterances as "very vague and con- 
fusing" and It was said that the Presi- 
dent's comment had a peculiarly apt 
application to the speech of yesterday 
In which Von Hertllng signified his 
fundamental agreement with Presi- 
dent Wilson's four principles. 

President Wilson In his last ad- 
dress to congress said of the chan- 
; cellor's speech delivered a few days 
before: 

"His discussion and acceptance of 
j our general principles lead him to no 
practicable conclusions. He refuses 
to apply them to the substantial Items 
which must constitute the body of any 
final settlement."
